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Town mourns ‘inspirational’ campaigner for Horton Hospital 

‘HE WAS OUR 
CHAMPION’ 


BANBURY was in mourning this 
week after strident campaigner 
and ‘People’s Champion’ George 
Parish passed away in his early 70s. 

The former Banbury Town Mayor and 
councillor was called an ‘inspiration’ by 
colleagues after his death on Saturday, 
November 26, at a care home in Oxford. 

Mr Parish represented Banbury 
Ruscote on Cherwell District Council 
for more than 20 years and will be best 
known for his pivotal role in the Save 
the Horton campaign. 

Fellow councillor Steve Kilsby said: 
“George was a man whose honesty 
shone through in a blaze. 

“George was always his own man and 
utterly charming in all his dealings 
with people, whether they were hostile 
or - as in most cases - working with and 
for him. 

“He was a lifelong and true socialist 
who came to politics through his union 
work. 

“This spirit bred in him his hatred of 
oppression in all forms and led to his 
avoidance of dogma and cant. 

“George made Banbury a better place 
by being the unflappable, positive per¬ 
son he was. He will be sorely missed.” 

Mr Parish worked at Kraft Foods for 
more than 30 years and was the shop

steward for the Transport and General 
Workers Union. 

Between 2006 and 2008 he led a three- 
year battle as chairman of the Save 
the Horton campaign over proposals to 
downgrade the Horton General Hospi¬ 
tal. 

A raft of proposed changes to paedi¬ 
atric services, obstetrics, gynaecology 
and the Special Care Baby Unit were 
overturned by the Secretary of State 
after a full inquiry by the Independent 
Reconfiguration Panel, which found 
Banbury was too distant to risk emer- r 
gencies being transported the 25 miles 
to Oxford. 

A statement released by the Keep the 
Horton General campaign on Satur¬ 
day said: “He served the community in 
so many ways over the years, includ¬ 
ing as councillor and Town Mayor, but 
it is probably his tireless efforts on 
behalf of the Horton General Hospital 
for which he will best be remembered. 

“The description “man of the peo¬ 
ple” fitted him perfectly. 

“It was a privilege to work alongside 
such a great man. 


“Our thoughts and sympathy are with 
his family” 

Councillor Sean Woodcock, leader of 
the Banbury Labour group, said: “Eve¬ 
ryone in Banbury will be feeling an im¬ 
mense sense of loss at George’s passing. 

“One of my favourite stories that he 
told me was how it regularly took him 
three hours to complete his shopping 
because of all the people who wanted to 
talk to him. 

“He was, quite simply, Mr Horton Hos¬ 
pital. 

“And we will miss him terribly.” 

Mr Parish, of Glamis Place, is sur¬ 
vived by his wife Suzanne and three 
children.

Building work begins on 
retirement living project 


Inspectors praise 
work of nursery 

THE work of staff at North Banbury 
Children's Centre Nursery in helping 
children with lower starting points to 
catch up has been praised by inspectors. 

It comes as the school was handed a 
good rating by Ofsted following an 
inspection earlier this month. 

The education standards watchdog said 
staff made sure to focus on opportunities 
for children to gain early maths skills 
throughout the nursery. 

The manager and staff were said to be 
vigilant over children's welfare and the 
manager was deemed to have a 'strong 
commitment to drive improvements that 
benefit children.' 

In her report, inspector Victoria Weir 
said: "Staff provide a wide range of 
activities that often extend from children's 
interests to help them achieve the next 
steps in their learning. 

"Parents attend regular meetings with 
their children's key person to discuss their 
children's progress and plans for 
development. Staff support children's 
emotional well-being and confidence 
effectively." 

But inspectors also said there were some 
areas in which the centre in Ferriston Road 
could improve. 

Ms Weir recommended that more 
opportunities were created to challenge 
children's thinking. She also said the 
organisation of routines and activities 
should be reviewed. 

Pub back open 
with new owner 

LAST orders were called at a central 
Banbury pub last week but it has already 
reopened under new management. 

In May this year owners JD Wetherspoon 
called time on the Fleur-de-Lis pub in Broad 
Street as one of 45 pubs being sold off by 
the budget gastropub chain. 

But on Wednesday, November 23, new 
owners the Stonegate Pub Company, 
which runs the Slug & Lettuce chain, 
moved in and it was business as usual from 
Friday. 

All staff have retained their jobs and over 
the coming weeks the pub will undergo 
some renovations and will have a new 
look in the New Year. 

Stonegate chief executive Simon 
Longbottom said: "We have a strong track 
record in picking sites that, when we add a 
touch of Stonegate magic, customers love. 

"We are already planning the next stage 
of the pub's future with investment which 
will enhance the pubs offer and we're 
looking forward to revealing those plans." 


78 homes for over-55s to 
be built on ex-college site

GROUNDWORK has finally 
begun on a £12m development 
in central Banbury that will 
see a former college site trans¬ 
formed into a retirement living 
complex. 

The Park Gardens site will be 
located in Bath Road on land for¬ 
merly occupied by Banbury and 
Bicester College, where vacant 
buildings were demolished earlier 
this year. 

Work began in earnest follow¬ 


ing a sod-cutting ceremony on 
Friday, November 25, attended by 
students, councillors and directors 
from social enterprise Bromford. 

John Donaldson, Cherwell Dis¬ 
trict Council’s lead member for 
housing, said: “I was very pleased 
to attend the ceremony and look 
forward to seeing how work pro¬ 
gresses. 

“Park Gardens is an exciting and 
much-needed development which 
will provide residents with a bal¬ 
ance of independence and support. 

“We are pleased to see the sub¬ 
stantial investment that Bromford 
is putting into the complex. This 
will support new jobs in Banbury.” 

A total of 78 one and two-bed- 
room apartments for over-55s to 
live independently will be built on 


the site, a stone’s throw from Peo¬ 
ple’s Park. 

It will also include a cafe bistro 
and lounge, an activity studio, a 
gym, a hair and beauty salon, land¬ 
scaped gardens and parking. 

Various affordable tenure op¬ 
tions will be available and resi¬ 
dents will also have the option of 
specialist support and care tai¬ 
lored to their needs. 

Bromford’s in-house construc¬ 
tion team is now laying the site 
foundations before the central 
steel structure can be created. 

Bromford spokeswoman Penny 
Downing said: “Our retirement 
living homes are increasingly 
popular as they offer residents the 
opportunity to live in a lively and 
vibrant community where they 


can retain their independence, 
safe in the knowledge that support 
is available if they need it. 

“We will welcome the local com¬ 
munity, friends and family to be¬ 
come part of this next chapter in 
Bath Road’s history.” 

The land was made available by 
college providers Activate Learn¬ 
ing after its media department 
and motor vehicles were moved to 
Broughton Road three years ago. 

It is hoped that once Park Gar¬ 
dens is complete students from the 
college will be able to work with 
staff and residents as they prepare 
for their careers. 

A show home will be ready near 
the end of 2017 and Park Gardens 
is set to welcome its first residents 
in 2018.

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Delight at unit’s £2.7m update 


Overhaul has brought 
top equipment and new 
facilities into health site

STAFF and supporters 
gathered at the Horton 
General Hospital last week 
to officially reopen the En¬ 
doscopy Unit after a £2.7m 
investment. 

The site was closed for four 
months for an overhaul in 
which new spaces and state-of- 
the-art equipment have been 
introduced. 

At a ceremony on Friday, 
Oxford University Hospitals 
NHS Foundation Trust chair¬ 
woman Dame Fiona Caldicott 
took a tour of the facility with 
chief executive Bruno Holthof 
and some of the 20 doctors and 
nurses about to return to work. 

She said: “lam delighted to 
be reopening the endoscopy 
unit at the Horton. The board 
wanted to improve the services 
we offered to patients in Ban¬ 
bury. The new unit will greatly 
improve the experience for 
patients with much better pri¬ 
vacy and more modern facili¬ 
ties.” 

Some 5,000 patients a year 
from North Oxfordshire and 
further afield have procedures 
at the unit every year, with 95 
per cent only coming for a one- 
off test. 


Procedures carried out on 
the site include gastrocopy, 
where a thin, flexible tube is 
used to look inside the oesoph¬ 
agus; colonoscopy, the same in 
the colon; and bronchoscopy in 
the lungs, usually to look for 
abnormalities such as polyps, 
tumours and areas of inflam¬ 
mation or bleeding. 

Accreditation was removed 
from the unit in March 2015 be¬ 
cause of a failure to separate 
patients of different sexes dur¬ 
ing treatment and decontami¬ 
nation problems. 

But the joint advisory group 
on gastrointestinal endoscopy 
deferred its judgement for six 
months to give bosses a chance 
to replace old washers and 
bring in better screens. 

The bright new unit now has 
separate areas for male and 
female patients to ensure pri¬ 
vacy and dignity, as well as top- 
of-the-range decontamination 
technology 

A mixture of nursing and 
clerical staff are based at the 
Banbury unit with a team of 
15 endoscopists, nurses and 
doctors, working between the 
John Radcliffe and the Horton. 
Sue Kershaw, sister in charge 
of endoscopy at the Horton, 
said: “I think this is a really 
good facility for the Horton 
and for local people. 

“We now have an up-to-date 
department. It is an immense 
improvement. Staff are hap¬ 
pier, patients are happier - it’s 
a nice place to work.”

BANBURY sparkled 
under the glow of thou¬ 
sands of Christmas 
lights while fireworks 
boomed overhead at a 
redesigned switch-on 
that shone a light on lo¬ 
cal heroes. 

Some 2,000 people gath¬ 
ered outside the Town Hall 
on Sunday night to watch 
fundraiser Kathleen Davis, 
88, usher in the festive sea¬ 
son. 

The Banbury resident, 
who has raised about 
£20,000 over the years for 
various health charities, 
was joined onstage by for¬ 
mer staff from the Horton 
General Hospital.

For the first time this

Fireworks lit 
up the night sky after the 
switch-on while live mu¬ 
sic and a funfair kept the 
crowds entertained. 

Colin Clarke, of Banbury 
Town Council, said: “The 
switch-on was a family oc¬ 
casion that paid tribute to 
the work that goes on at the 
Horton Hospital. 

“The day had a real 
Christmas atmosphere for 
people of all ages and we 
think the new approach 
appeals to everyone. 

“We adopted a ‘local he¬ 
roes’ theme and we were 
pleased that Kathleen Da¬ 
vis, a committed fundrais¬ 
er for many good causes, 
performed the switch-on.” 

Support for staff at the 
Horton General Hospital 
was a continued theme 
throughout as 30 members 
of a fledgling ‘Save Our 
Horton’ choir performed 
for the first time. 

Campaign spokeswoman 
Val Ingram said the group 
had now recorded an al¬ 
bum at St Mary’s Church 
with the help of vicar the 
Rev Phillip Cochrane. She 
said: “The choir went down 
very well and the retired 
staff did us proud. Because 
the whole community is 
rooting for the hospital we

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‘Gun’ man cries 
over prison term 


Argument with group leads 
to one-year sentence for 
brandishing a fake pistol

AN UNQUALIFIED tree sur¬ 
geon who brandished a fake 
pistol outside a McDonald’s 
sobbed as he was jailed for 
one year. 

Richard Lyman admitted 
drinking 14 cans of beer before 
pulling the pistol from his bag 
and pointing it at a group of men 
after a dispute 10 minutes earlier. 

The 28-year-old claimed he dis¬ 
covered it buried deep beneath 
a travellers’ site and wanted to 
flaunt it to his homeless friend 
but instead used it to scare off 
the men. 

Jailing Lyman at Oxford Crown 


Court on Monday, Judge Zoe 
Smith said: “It was a scary mo¬ 
ment and certainly scared those 
that were there.” 

Lyman was sitting on a bench 
when a clash broke out between 
the defendant and the group of 
men at about 10pm in Banbury, 
the court was told. 

The group decided to leave the 
scene and eat at McDonald’s, 
but bumped into Lyman about 
10 minutes later outside the fast- 
food venue. 

Prosecutor Jane Davies said 
the defendant drew the pistol 
from his bag before pointing it to 
the head of one of the men and 
proclaiming: “This is for you.” 

The men tried to back away af¬ 
ter fearing Lyman was going to 
use the pistol as he laughed and 
said: “You did not expect me to 
do this.” 

Officers were called after the 
men retreated back into the Mc¬ 
Donald’s, Ms Davies said. 


In his interview with police, 
Lyman claimed he only wanted 
to scare the men as he felt threat¬ 
ened by them, fearing they would 
“kick his head in”. 

They were shouting and try¬ 
ing to start trouble when they 
approached him outside McDon¬ 
ald’s, Lyman alleged to police. 

Defence barrister Robert Lind¬ 
sey said Lyman, of Thornbury 
Rise, Banbury, accepted he acted 
stupidly when he “momentarily” 
waved the pistol in front of the 
group. 

Lyman, who was in care from 
the age of five, “desperately” 
wanted to tackle his alcohol 
problem, Mr Lindsey claimed. 

The defendant, who admitted 
possessing an imitation firearm 
with intent to cause fear or vio¬ 
lence on March 19, was ordered 
to pay a victim surcharge. Judge 
Smith also ordered the forfeiture 
and destruction of the pistol.

A PRIVATE hospital in 
Banbury has recorded 
very high levels of patient 
satisfaction between July, 
August and September

The Horton Treatment 


Centre in Oxford Road 
covers a range of 
orthopaedic specialities, 
including spinal, hip, 
elbow, foot and ankle 
surgery, and performed 
2,954 procedures in the 


last 12 months. From July 
to September this year 100 
per cent of patients said 
they were treated with 
dignity and respect, 
received answers from 
doctors and nurses they 


could understand and 
were satisfied with advice 
from on-site 
physiotherapists. A 
further 97.4 per cent said 
they would recommend it 
to friends and family.

Bus service gets a reprieve 


AN UNDER-THREAT bus 
route routinely used by 
hundreds of people in the 
Easington area to get to 
Banbury town centre has 
had its lifeline extended. 

The B1 service was set to 
be axed in the summer 
after Oxfordshire County 
Council cut its subsidies as 
part of £3.7m of savings 
being made from bus 
subsidies. 

The service was run by 
Stagecoach which pulled 
out in June as the route 
was no longerfinancially 
viable, handing it over on a 
trial basis to smaller 
Abingdon-based operator 
Go Ride. 

That contract was due to 
end in November but 
although Go Ride has 


decided not to continue, 
bosses agreed to extend 
the contract until January 
31 after talks with Banbury 
Town Council leader Kieron 
Mallon. 

Mr Mallon, who 
represents Easington 
South on the council, 
said:"The service is a 
lifeline to elderly residents 
and others who need to 
get to the town centre. 

"I am thankful to Go Ride 
for stepping in and 
continuing the B1 even for 
the short time they have. 
Without Go Ride this 
service would have gone 
already." 

He said he was now in 
talks with 'all sorts of 
operators' over ways to 
keep the service going. 


adding: "Commercial bus 
companies might not make 
the route pay but a 
different type of company 
or a not-for-profit 
organisation service may 
be the answer. 

"I am exploring several 
avenues and will continue 
to discuss options with 
other bus and travel 
providerst o try to seek a 
solution." 

The B7 bus route, also 
run by Stagecoach, 
between Grimsbury and 
the town centre, was axed 
in June. 

The county council-run 
504 service to and from 
Hornton and the 90 to and 
from Deddington and 
Upper Heyford also saw 
their subsidies slashed.

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Health bosses issue

Almost a third are so 
overweight it will 
threaten their health

ALMOST a third of chil¬ 
dren leave school so over¬ 
weight their health is at 
risk, county health boss¬ 
es warned. 

New figures showed about 
1,900 of Oxfordshire’s year 
six schoolchildren were 
overweight or obese this 
year - higher than in 2015. 

Oxfordshire director of 
public health Jonathan 
McWilliam warned that 
childhood obesity could 
cause ‘chronic disease’ later 
in life. But he added while 
numbers are rising in the 
county, it is better than the 
national average by about 
two per cent. 

He said: “These figures tell 
the story of obesity and over¬ 
weight in children as they 
grow older - gradually more 
slip from a healthy weight 
into overweight and obesity. 

“This trend will tend to 
continue into adulthood and 
is the root cause of much lat¬ 
er chronic disease. Obesity 
also magnifies the impact of 
all disabling conditions such

as joint and mobility prob¬ 
lems and so it also affects the 
need for social care.” 

The latest figures, record¬ 
ed by the National Child 
Measurement Programme, 
measured the height 
and weight of 14,146 
children across the 
county. In Oxford¬ 
shire 97 per cent of 
schools participated 
and recorded 19.6 
per cent of reception 
children are either 
overweight or obese 
and 30.6 per cent of 
Year Six students. 

This is a rise 
from 18.7 per 



cent and 28.8 per cent on last 
year’s figures. 

Experts have blamed the 
rise in childhood obesity 
across Oxfordshire on a lack 
of education about stay¬ 
ing fit, and called for 
schools and parents to 
help tackle the crisis. 

One school which 
is making strides in 
the city to introduce 
more ‘active learn¬ 
ing’ is Windmill Pri¬ 
mary School, Head- 
ington, which stages 
regular activities to 
promote fitness 
at school. 
Head¬ 


teacher Lynn Knapp said: 
“The fact figures are still go¬ 
ing up is worrying. 

“We always fall slightly be¬ 
low the national average so it 
is obviously it has something 
to do with the way we market 
foods as well. 

“It think it is all about edu¬ 
cation. We try to teach chil¬ 
dren what foods they should 
be eating to keep fit and 
healthy, as well as give them 
lots of chances to take part in 
physical activity. 

“The school joins in with 
healthy week every year with 
a focus on healthy foods and 
we also look at lunchboxes to 
help teach about the different 
foods pupils could chose.” 

The primary school has 
continued a government 
initiative over several years 
which introduced a 10-min¬ 
ute fitness DVD to play be¬ 
tween lessons with the idea 
of keeping children active. 

Mrs Knapp added: “The 
DVD TakelO has been used 
for five or six years now but 
it seems to have been slowly 
phased out across schools. 

“We try to teach while kids 
are active and they love it, 
not having to sit still during 
lessons.” 

Oxfordshire’s health report 
also highlighted children 
aged four and five in Oxford 
are faring worse than those 
in surrounding districts.

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Joint councils 
pension fund 

A JOINT pension fund for staff at 
Oxfordshire County Council is to 
be set up with nine other 
authorities. 

Overall it is estimated that by 
sharing costs, the fund could save 
more than £500m by 2036. 

Annual savings would exceed 
annual costs by 2021, a report to 
the county council’s pension fund 
committee said. 

The scheme has been drawn up 
by consultants at PwC and would 
be called the Brunei Pension 
Partnership. 

The cost to the county council of 
developing the fund would be 
£467,000. 

The plan is due to be considered 
by the committee at 4pm today, in 
County Hall, Oxford. 

NHStalk delay 

A CONSULTATION on sweeping 
changes to the NHS in 
Oxfordshire is to be partly delayed 
until May 2017. 

About half of the Oxfordshire 
arm of Sustainability and 
Transformation Plans (STP) being 
produced for NHS England,which 
will affect North Oxfordshire 
hospital services, will now go to 
consultation in January 2017. 

But the rest, affecting 
community hospitals, emergency 
care and children’s services, are 
not now planned go out until May 
2017. 

Oxfordshire Clinical 
Commissioning Group said this 
week: “More work is necessary to 
develop the options.” 


County leads new 
adoption service 


Seven councils to take part 
in regional move for more 
efficient help for families

OXFORDSHIRE will lead the 
way in a new regional adop¬ 
tion service due to its exper¬ 
tise in finding children a lov¬ 
ing home. 

From 2020 a regional adoption 
agency (RAA) will be created for 
the Thames Valley to match chil¬ 
dren with families more quickly 
and improve support services. 

Adopt Thames Valley will be 
made up of seven councils, with 
Oxfordshire County Council host¬ 
ing the service. 

On Tuesday the county council’s 
cabinet agreed to join the agency. 

Speaking at the meeting cabinet 
member for children and family 
services, Melinda Tilley said: “We 
settled on these six authorities 
because they are similar to us, al¬ 
though they are not as good as us. 

“I am very pleased that we are 
going to be hosting it because we 
can show all our partners the good 
practice we have. 

“This gives us a wide range of 
potential adopters and children

needing placements.” She added: 
“It is clear that the government 
expects all adoption services to 
be delivered in this way in the 
coming years, and we want to get 
ahead of the game and bring our 
plans to fruition in good time. 

“We’re also really pleased to 
have the support of all partners 
for Oxfordshire to be the host au¬ 
thority, enabling us to build on our 
already strong record on adoption 
services.” 

The Government has said it will 
provide £300,000 to help set up the 


new service, which will include 
Bracknell Forest, West Berkshire, 
Windsor and Maidenhead, Wok¬ 
ingham, Swindon and Reading 
councils. 

It is hoped it will also cut waiting 
times and save money as all adop¬ 
tion services move towards RAAs 
by 2020. 

Labour county councillor Gill 
Sanders said: “This council has an 
exceptional record on promoting 
adoption and we have an extreme¬ 
ly good team of officers working 
on these issues. 

“I and the Labour group would 
be more than happy for Oxford¬ 
shire to become the lead to ensure 
our work could be passed on to the 
other authorities involved.” 

Between 2012 and 2014 73 per cent 
of Oxfordshire children waited 
less than 16 months between enter¬ 
ing care and moving in with their 
adoptive family. 

This was the third-highest figure 
out of 149 local authorities in Eng¬ 
land. 

It was also sixth-best for the av¬ 
erage time taken between a child 
entering care and moving in with 
its adoptive family 

A further report will now be pro¬ 
duced by the council setting out 
the detailed financial and staffing 
implications of the RAA, which 
will be presented to cabinet in 
spring.

ON JANUARY 15,2009, US 
Airways Flight 1549 took off 
from LaGuardia airport in New 
York bound for North Carolina 
with 155 passengers and crew on 
board. 

Three minutes into take-off, a 
flock of Canadian geese hit the 
aircraft, causing multiple 
strikes to both engines that 
necessitated an emergency 
landing. 

Captain Chesley Sullenberger,

The captain was hailed a hero 
by a city still bearing the scars 
of the September 11 attacks. 

Sully: Miracle On The Hudson 
centres on the subsequent 
investigation by the National 
Transportation Safety Board 
(NTSB) into Sully’s actions that 
fateful day.

A case 
from the 1970s, in which socialite 
Maria Turquand was strangled 
in one of Edinburgh's upmarket 
hotels, is still preying on his mind. 
No one was ever found guilty of her 
murder, but an assault on a local 
gangster, a money laundering scam 
and a missing banker get Rebus 
thinking. Could they somehow 
be linked? And is his nemesis 'Big 
Ger' Cafferty involved? The fact 
that he's no longer a police officer 
doesn't stop Rebus reopening 
the case and, with the help of his 
former colleagues, Dl Siobhan 
Clark and Malcolm Fox, he's back 
in his element bending the rules 
and sticking two fingers up at the 
establishment. This is a cleverly 
crafted tale.

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New challenge 
ahead for Ryan 

Spinner steps down after 600 wickets in 12 seasons 


LUKE Ryan says a desire for a 
“new challenge” is behind his 
decision to leave Banbury af¬ 
ter a dozen seasons, writes Jack 
Johnson. 

The 28-year-old is also relin¬ 
quishing his role as Oxfordshire 
skipper due to a busy schedule of 
work and studying. 

But after taking 600 wickets 
since making his debut for the 
Home Counties Premier League 
outfit in 2002, former Banbury 
captain Ryan is undecided where 
he will be playing next. 

He said: “There is no rush. I 
need a bit of a new challenge. 

“I think it would be good to play 
against some new players and see 
some new faces.” 

Ryan recently left his role as

business manager with the Ox¬ 
fordshire Cricket Board to be¬ 
come the ECB’s head of partici¬ 
pation and growth in the south 
central region. 

His new job means he is unable 
to commit to Unicorns Counties 
Championship games, which are 
played over three days, while he 
is also studying part-time for an 
MBA open university degree. 

The left-arm spinner said: “I 
have been thinking about it for a 
good while. 

“I will not have the time to take 
annual leave, as well as working 
and studying - it is not possible 
for me to commit the time. 

“I cannot captain when I am not 


available for the whole format. 

“I have done it for four years 
and it is pretty healthy to have 
someone new come in.” 

Ryan added: “I really enjoyed 
leading and being responsible for 
the side. 

“We took a bit of a different 
strategy of bringing through a lot 
of young players, which was real¬ 
ly pleasing and we still managed 
to have a good degree of success.” 

Ryan became Oxfordshire’s 
youngest captain at 24 when he 
was appointed in December 2012. 

Being crowned Western Divi¬ 
sion champions in 2015 was the 
highlight and he is still keen on 
playing for the side in the one-day 
Unicorns Counties Trophy com¬ 
petition.

Developers are told ‘cut 
down your land banking’

LAND banking by developers 
must stop so more homes can 
be built, according to the new 
Communities Secretary 
Sajid Javid, who took over as Sec¬ 
retary of State for Communities 
and Local Government in July, told 
developers at a House Building 
Council lunch last week they must 
build more houses to solve the na¬ 
tion’s housing crisis. 

He pointed out that the number 
of plots approved for residential 
development each year rose by 59 
per cent between 2011 and 2015. 

In contrast, the number of build¬ 
ing starts went up by just 29 per 
cent during the same period. 

He blamed the practice of ‘land 
banking’, where developers buy- 


up tranches of land but instead of 
building on it, wait for the value to 
rise. 

Mr Javid said the government 
needs to build 220,000 homes a year 
for the next decade, to keep up with 
population growth. 

He pointed out average house 
prices in England are eight times 
average income - in Oxfordshire 
that ratio rises to 13.5. 

And first-time buyers usually 


need a deposit of 20 per cent in or¬ 
der to secure a mortgage. 

Mr Javid said: “For people who 
haven’t got their foot in the door of 
the housing market, the situation 
is pretty desperate.” 

He pointed to Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Philip Hammond’s Au¬ 
tumn Statement last Wednesday, 
which includes plans for new road 
and water connection infrastruc¬ 
tures needed for 100,000 new homes 


nationally. He also pledged £1.4bn 
to provide 40,000 new affordable 
homes, including shared owner¬ 
ship and affordable rent. 

New housing already being built 
includes Longford Park on Weep¬ 
ing Cross in Banbury, which will 
include four phases. 

The development is a joint ven¬ 
ture between Barratt Homes, Bovis 
Homes and Taylor Wimpey 
Barratt is marketing a detached, 


four-bedroom home. Plot 376, a Lincoln 
house style, includes a kitchen/family 
room, dining room and lounge.
